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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 1 -20 and 24 iiave been examined. Claims 11, 12, 16, 17, and 24 have 
been amended. No new matter is added. Claims 1 1 -20 and 24 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 1 -20 and 24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A completed 
search of the available patent literature and non-patent literature has been conducted 
by the Examiner and none of the cited references either suggest or disclose individually 
or in combination a communication network comprising a databus structure and 
powerline structure wherein information is transmitted in successive preallocated 
communication cycles over the databus structure, the information comprising a first set 
and second set distinct from one another, the first set being transmitted at specific 
points in time in a particular time window, and the second set on information being 
transmitted during an event window, wherein a portion of the first set of information is 
also transmitted over a powerline structure and the second set of information is not 
transmitted over the powerline structure. The portion of the first set of information that is 
transmitted in the time window is simultaneously transmitted over the powerline 
structure. Applicant's arguments received in the Office on 1/10/201 1 (see "Remarks" 
pages 6-10) are of merit and considered part of the record in the patentability of the 
application. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
